PREAMBLE 

Quality is the core and most important aspect of services being rendered at any health facility. 
The Clinicians at the health facility particularly public health facilities mostly deliver their services 
based on their clinical knowledge. Mostly client’s expectations foes beyond only cure & includes 
courtesy, behavior of the staff, cleanliness of the facility & delivery of prompt & respectful service. 
Few of these clinician’s also take care of clients perspective, however in many cases, it is overlooked. 
Those who can afford, can go to a private facility but the large mass particularly in poor and those 
living in rural areas do not have such means neither they have the voices which can be heard. 

The need is to create an inbuilt and sustainable quality for Public Health Facilities which not 
only delivers good quality but is also so perceived by the clients. The guidelines have been prepared 
with this perspective defining relevant quality standards, a robust system of measuring these 
standards and institutional framework for its implementation. 

Perceptions of poor quality of health care may, in fact, dissuade patients from using the 
available services because health issues are among the most salient of human concerns. Ensuring 
quality of the services will result in improved patient/client level outcomes at the facility level. 

The Operational Guidelines for Quality Assurance have been developed by the Ministry of 
Health and Family Welfare, Government of India. The Operational Guidelines along-with standards 
and checklist are expected to facilitate the states in improving and sustaining quality services 
beginning with Reproductive, Maternal, Neonatal, Child Health and Adolescent (RMNCH-A) services 
at our Health facilities so as to bring about a visible change in the services rendered by them. The 
guideline is broad based and has a scope for extending the quality assurance in disease control and 
other national programmes. It is believed that states will adopt it comprehensively and extend in 
phases for bringing all services under its umbrella. 
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Accordingly Mission Director, National Health Mission, Karnataka in the Single File referred at 
(3) above has proposed for constitution of the following Committees for strengthening Quality 
Assurance Activities at various levels as per the guidelines of Ministry of Health and Family

Terms of Reference and Processes of different committees are as follows 

1. STATE LEVEL QUALITY ASSURANCE COMMITTEE (SQAC1 

SQAC is a body for the Policy decision and directions. This is also responsible for all QA 
initiative, its success & shortcomings. The primary role of the committees at the state level will be to 
provide overall guidance, mentoring and monitoring of QA efforts in the districts. Some of the To Rs 
reflected here are operational in nature and shall be implemented by the SQAU, which is the 
operational and implementation arm of SQAC. 

1. Developing the Quality Assurance Policy & Guidelines for the State: 

Using national guidelines, the SQACs will develop/adapt QA guidelines specific to their 
states. 

2. Ensuring attainment of the Standers for Quality of Care by Public Health Facilities: 

• The committee will develop ‘road-map’ for achieving the national standards. 

• Assessment of need of Technical Assistance (TA) by the facilities and mobilization of such 
TA. 

3. Mentoring the state/district level units: 

• Ensuring that state/district level orientation and other trainings are conducted timely in 
a meaningful manner. 

• The support of the technical team at the national level may be taken to prepare a pool of 
master-trainers at the state/district. 

4. Periodic Review of the progress of QA activities: 

• Will conduct review meetings at six monthly interval. 

• Review of Quality scores, attained by different categories of Public Health Facilities. 

• Take decisions for corrective actions and preventive actions. 

• Defining targets and road maps 

5. Review and adjudicate compensation claims: 

Under the National Family Planning indemnity scheme for cases of deaths, complications 
and failures following male and female sterilization procedures, (for detailed procedures to 
be followed please refer to the manual on Family Planning indemnity Scheme2013” Ministry 
of Health and Family Welfare, Government of India” 

6. Supporting quality improvement process: 

• Take visionary decision for continuous quality improvement and its sustenance. 

• Sanction funds for implementation and improvement of quality. 

• Reflect fund requirement for Quality Assurance in the annual State PIP along with 
justification. 

• Operationalisation of incentive scheme. 

7. Reviewing Key Performance Indicators of Quality: 

• The suggested KPIs for District Hospitals 

• Perforamance of health facilities as assessed by the KPIs would also be discussed during 
review meeting of CMO/CS/CMHO/DHO. 

• RMNCH score card can be used for assessing the performance of the facilities. 

8. Reporting : 

• The committees review report should be put on the State’s website. 

• The reports would also be shared with all district committees and other stakeholders. 

Process: 

a. The state quality assurance committee will meet at least once in six months. 

b. The convener will issue meeting notice at least seven working days before the scheduled date 
of meeting with the approval of the chairperson/ vice chairperson. 

c. While every attempt should be made to ensure that the chairperson and/or the vice 
chairperson are able to attend the meeting, however, in the absence of the chair, the 
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convener shall have the rights to convene the meeting and conduct it according to the set 
agenda. Under such circumstances, the minutes of the meeting should be sent to the 
chairperson and vice chairperson for information and ratification. 

d. The member secretary will ensure the preparation of the agenda notes for meeting, minutes 
of the last meeting and Action Taken Report (ATR), which will also be circulated in advance 
to all committee members, at least seven days before the scheduled date for the meetings. 

e. An attendance by at least one-third of the Committee members will constitute the quorum 
required for a valid meeting. 

f. Member secretary will ensure follow-up actions with responsibilities and timelines for the 
same. 

g. The “State Family Planning Indemnity Subcommittee” would meet as often as warranted. At 
least three members would constitute the quorum of this subcommittee. 

2. STATE QUALITY ASSURANCE UNIT (SQAU):- 

The terms of reference for the SQAU remain the same as of SQAC, since it is the working arm of 
SQAC. However, some of the important activities of the SQAU are listed below: 

1. Adapt check-lists for RMNCH-A services (as well as for Disease Control Programme 
implementation) to match the state needs. 

2. Develop a plan for the Quality Assurance at each level of health institution in a phased 
manner. 

3. Orient the state level assessors, district level QA units on the quality standards, tools for 
assessment and improvement plans, and the processes to be followed for QA activities. 
Assistance of QI Division of NHSRC may be taken for organizing the orientation programme. 

4. Disseminating the quality assurance guidelines and tools and methodology6 to be followed at 
district and sub-district level. 

5. Develop a field travel plan for independent and joint (with district teams) visits to the 
districts by members of the state QAU and programme officers. 

6. Following these visits, prepare draft report and recommendations for review 

7. Mentor the program officers and facility in-charges at the districts for implementing quality 
improvement measures at the facilities. 

8. Compile and collate monthly data received from districts on KPI, especially those related to 
cases of adverse outcomes/complications in maternal, neonatal & child health; maternal, 
infant & child deaths (all cases), disease control programmes and share it with the SQAC 
members and discuss at the SQAC meeting. 

9. Send the regular reports on sterilization related indicators (deaths, complications, failures) to 
the centre after ratification of the same by the Chairperson of the SQAC. 

10. Review the implementation of the National family Planning Indemnity Scheme/ payment of 
compensation in the state, based on reports received from the districts as well as from the 
visits undertaken by the QAU members. 

11. Linkages with Program Divisions: 

• Meetings with various programme officers including SIHFW shall be organized every 
quarter and if required more frequently for discussion and adaptation of the programme 
guidelines, orientation of district QA committee (DQAC) and district QA unit (DQAU) 
sharing the field visit reports on quality assessment and discussing the way forward for 
improving services. 

• The programme officers and SQAU should visit the facility with similar check list and 
provide supportive supervision. The tour report must be shared with each other. 

• SQAU shall be responsible for implementation of all quality related observations.

Terms of Reference: 

1. Staff orientation: 

• Formal traiing needs to be conducted for the staff of DQT with support from the district 
QAU 

• DQT should orient the medical, paramedical and support staff team including Group C & 
D to the service standards set by the state. 

2. Ensuring adherence to quality standards: 

• Through regular internal assessments, audits, reviews etc the DQT members should 
ensure that the standards set for a district hospital are being met. 

• Corrective action plans shold be initiated for identified gaps. 

3. Regular reporting to district QAC: 

• The DQT needs to report regularly to the district QAC on outcome level indicators such 
as sterilization deaths, complications and failures as well as maternal and infant deaths. 

• The DQT should also report to the district QAC on the internal assessment findings, 
quality improvement measures undertaken, etc. 
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4. Ensure interdepartmental coordination: 

• The DQT should liaise with various departments within the facility for effective 
implementation of QA activities. 

• To share the internal assessment findings of DQT and external assessment findings of 
SQAU, DQAU with all the staff at the district hospitals. 

• DQT will ensure that Departmental nodal officers will take corrective actions as per the 
road map provided by DQT. 

Process : 

• Once the DQT is formed, areas for an initial assessment needs to be identified in the first 
meeting. 

• For achieving the standards DQT will undertake the process of filling the check list, 
scoring the measurable indicators, summing up area wise and services wise gaps. 

• Assessment to be carried out and based on its findings follow up actions to be taken 

• Monitoring of the follow up actions has to be done in the subsequent meeting. 

• Assessments should be followed by time bound action plans along with person 
responsible for each action shall be prepared. 

• Once the DQT completes the assessment and gives service wise/area wise scoring then 
will inform and invite District/ State assessors for verification and guidance 

• The process will continue till the SQAC assessors certify the attainment of the quality 
standards at the hospital.

• Facility in-charge and Hospital manager should do daily rounds to supervise the QA 
activities 

• The DQT should meet once every month. 

In case of any death following a sterilization operation, it should be reported to the 
convenor of the DQAC within 24 hours. Monthly reports of maternal and infant deaths 
should also be given to the district QAC. In case there are no deaths, a NIL report should 
mandatorily be sent. DQAC is responsible for investigating a sterilization related death and 
also review of maternal and infant deaths.

(First Published in the Karnataka Gazette Extra-ordinary on the Thirteenth day of May, 2015) 

THE KARNATAKA STATE CIVIL SERVICES (REGULATION OF TRANSFER OF TEACHERS) 

(AMENDMENT) ACT, 2015 

(Received the assent of the Governor on the Eleventh day of May, 2015) 

An Act further to amend the Karnataka State Civil Services (Regulation of transfer of 
teachers) Act, 2007. 

Whereas it is expedient further to amend the Karnataka State Civil Services (Regulation of 
transfer of teachers) Act, 2007 (Karnataka Act No. 29 of 2007) for the purposes hereinafter 
appearing. 

Be it enacted by the Karnataka State Legislature in the sixty-sixth year of the Republic of 
India, as follows:- 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Karnataka State Civil 
Services (Regulation of transfer of teachers) (Amendment) Act, 2015. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Amendment of section 5.- In the Karnataka State Civil Services (Regulation of transfer of 
teachers) Act, 2007 (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act) in section 5, for the proviso, the 
following shall be substituted, namely:- 

"Provided that the total number of such transfers in a unit of seniority shall not exceed five 
percent in the case of public interest transfers and three percent in the case of inter unit of seniority 
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transfers, and totally it shall not exceed eight percent of the number of sanctioned posts of teachers 
in that cadre in that unit of seniority." 

3. Amendment of section 6.- In section 6 of the principal Act, in sub-section (2), for clause 
(1), the following shall be substituted, namely:- 

"(1) Where both the spouses are Government Servants and the teacher has served for atleast 
three years service in the existing unit of seniority may also be transferred to the place or nearby 
place of working of his/her spouse by counselling, depending upon the availability of clear vacancy 
not more than twice in service. 

(1A) In case of mutual transfers subject to conditions that both teachers must have 
completed minimum period of three years of service; must be otherwise eligible to be transferred to 
that zone; must have minimum three years of left over service; such mutual transfers shall not be 
allowed more than once in his service and he shall not be eligible for protection of seniority".

Whereas the draft of the Karnataka Civil Services (General Recruitment) and certain other 
rules (Amendment) Rules, 2015 was published as required by clause (a) of sub-section(2) of section 
3 of the Karnataka State Civil Services Act, 1978 (Karnataka Act No. 14 of 1990) in Notification 
No. DPAR 184 SRR 2013, dated 06.02.2015 in part IV-A (no. 158) of the Karnataka Gazette dated 
6 th February, 2015 inviting objections and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby 
within thirty days from the date of publication in the Official Gazette. 

And whereas, the said Gazette was made available to public on 6 th day of February, 2015 

And whereas, objections or suggestions received have been considered by the State 
Government. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 3 read with 
section 8 of the Karnataka State Civil Services Act, 1978 (Karnataka Act 14 of 1990), the 
Government of Karnataka hereby makes the following rules, namely: - 

RULES 

1. Title and Commencement.- (1) These rules may be called the Karnataka Civil Services 
(General Recruitment) and certain other rules (Amendment) Rules, 2015. 

(2) They shall come into force from the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Amendment to the Karnataka Civil Services (General Recruitment) Rules, 1977.- For 

rule 17 of the Karnataka Civil Services (General Recruitment) Rules, 1977, the following shall be 
substituted, namely:- 

"17. Method of recruitment.- Notwithstanding anything contained in any rules of 
recruitment specially made in respect of any service or cadre,- 

(1) Wherever the rules of recruitment prescribe the percentage or quota to be filled by 
both direct recruitment and promotion to a service or cadre, the percentage or the quota 
prescribed in the rules shall apply to the total number of posts in the cadre including both 
permanent and temporary. Accordingly, the number of posts to be filled by direct 
recruitment and the promotion shall be determined and appointment shall be made, based 
on the total cadre strength in each cadre depending upon the quota prescribed in the rules of 
recruitment. 

(2) The appointments, either by direct recruitment or by promotion shall be made against 
the percentage or number of posts determined for the respective quota. 

(3) Direct recruits shall be appointed against the number of posts determined for the 
direct recruitment quota and the promotees shall be appointed against the number of posts 
determined for the promotional quota. As long as the quota rule remains, neither direct 
recruits can be appointed against posts in promotional quota nor promotees can be 
appointed against posts in direct recruitment quota. 

(4) The unfilled quota calculated and treated as short fall, either in favour of direct 
recruits or in favour of promotees, according to the rules of recruitment in force prior to the 
date of commencement of the Karnataka Civil Services (General Recruitment) and certain 
other rules (Amendment) Rules, 2015 shall lapse and shall not be operated upon. The posts 
which may be filled after commencement of the said amendment rules shall be so filled after 
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determining the share of the quota strictly according to these rules from the source against 
which they are reckoned. 

Provided that, unfilled backlog of the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes, if any, in 
direct recruitment or promotion shall not lapse and shall be filled within the quota 
earmarked for direct recruitment and promotion respectively. 

(5) When a direct recruit vacates the post in direct recruitment quota, it shall be filled by 
direct recruitment only. Similarly, when a promotee vacates the post in promotional quota, 
it shall be filled by promotee only. 

(6) In exceptional circumstance, due to exigencies of administration and for reasons to be 
recorded in writing, independent charge arrangements may be made against direct 
recruitment posts. As soon as the direct recruitment is done the independent charge 
arrangement shall be withdrawn. The service rendered against such independent charge 
arrangements neither counts for seniority nor gives any right for promotion to the incumbent 
against the post in which he is placed in independent charge. 

(7) The provisions of this rules shall apply prospectively to the direct recruitments and 
promotions made on and after the date commencement of the Karnataka Civil Services 
(General Recruitment) and certain other rules (Amendment) Rules, 2015 and shall not apply 
to the seniority determined and the seniority lists finalized prior to the date of 
commencement of these rules therefore they shall not be altered. 

3. Amendment of the Karnataka Government Servant's (Seniority) Rules, 1957.- In the 
Karnataka Government Servant's (Seniority) Rules, 1957:- 

(1) in rule 10, in sub-rule (1), after the words "in the order of seniority", the words "along 
with a Statement indicating the name of the cadre, quota of source of recruitment as per the rules of 
recruitment, appointments made within the quota of posts or in excess of the quota prescribed and 
number of posts vacant with remarks in Form-A" shall be inserted; 

(2) after rule 10, the following form shall be inserted, namely:-

The draft of the following rules further to amend the Karnataka Motor Vehicles Taxation 
Rules, 1957, which the Government of Karnataka proposes to make in exercise of the powers 
conferred by section 22 of the Karnataka Motor Vehicles Taxation Act, 1957 (Karnataka Act 35 of 
1957), is hereby published as required under sub-section (1) of section 22 of the said Act inviting 
objections and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby and notice is hereby given 
that the said draft will be taken into consideration after fifteen days from the date of its publication 
in the official Gazette. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received by the State Government from any 
person in respect of the said draft before the expiry of the period specified above will be considered 
by the State Government. Objections or suggestions may be addressed to the Additional Chief 
Secretary to Government, Transport Department, 1 st Floor, M.S. Building, Dr. B.R. Ambedkar 
Veedhi, Bangalore-01. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. Title and commencement.- (1) These rules may be called the Karnataka Motor Vehicles 
Taxation (Amendment) Rules, 2015. 

(2) They shall come into force from the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Amendment of rule 11.- In the Karnataka Motor Vehicles Taxation Rules, 1957 (hereinafter 
referred to as the said rules) in rule 11, for sub-rule (4), the following shall be substituted, 
namely:- 

“(4) payment of tax may also be made by electronic remittance through internet in the manner 
provided herein. 

(a) A person desirous of making payment of tax through electronic mode shall open the website 
http: / /www.rto.kar.nic.in and go to the link “e-payment” and follow the instructions, steps 
therein. On submission of details in the website, department shall generate e-payment 
reference number for the transaction, which shall be noted for further use. At this 
juncture, the individual shall be redirected to Khajane-II portal to enable making payment 
of tax or any other remittance the person intends to. Khajane-II portal shall provide the 
list of banks which are available for providing the facility for making transaction. 

He shall select from the list, the bank or gateway in which he has the internet banking 
facility (INB) or any other electronic mode through which he intends to make the payment. 

(b) On the Bank’s website, he shall complete all the formalities as required by the bank. If the 
transaction is successful, the amount of tax or other remittance shall be debited from his 
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account and the unique number called Bank reference number shall also be noted down for 
future use. 

(c) On completion of the transaction with the bank’s internet banking facility (INB) or any 
other electronic mode, the same shall be sent to Khajane-II portal from the bank site and in 
turn Khajane-II portal shall intimate the same to the transport department portal. The 
transport department website shall show whether the payment by the remitter is successful 
or not. If the payment is successful, the details of the payment including the department e- 
payment reference number and bank reference number shall also be displayed. A printout 
of the receipt may be obtained by the remitter at this stage for reference”.

In exercise of the powers conferred by sections 22, 27, 40 and 62 of the Building and Other 
Construction Workers (Regulation of Employment and Conditions of Service) Act, 1996 (Central Act 
No. 27 of 1996), the Government of Karnataka, in consultation with the expert Committee, hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Building and Other construction workers (regulation 
of employment and conditions of service) (Karnataka) Rules, 2006 namely:- 

RULES 

1. Title and commencement.- (1) These rules may be called the Building and other 
construction workers' (regulation of employment and conditions of service) (Karnataka) (Amendment) 
Rules, 2015. 

(2) They shall come into force from the date of their publication in the official gazette. 

2. Amendment of Part VIII.- In the Building and other construction workers 
(regulation of employment and conditions of service) (Karnataka) Rules, 2006 (hereinafter referred as 
the said rules), in Part VIII, after Chapter II and entries relating thereto, the following shall be 
inserted, namely:- 

"Chapter-II A 

Education and Training Assistance 

19A. Establishment of a training centre for building construction worker.- (1) The 

Board shall establish a training centre for building construction workers in the State of Karnataka. 
The Board shall draw training, research programmes and take necessary steps for skill imparting 
training, consultation, documentation, publication and all other related matters for the 
empowerment and the betterment of construction workers. The training modules may be framed in 
line with the National Construction Academy, Hyderabad or a Government based educational 
academy and the same may be envisaged either wholly by the Board or with Private-Public- 
Partnership principle. 

(2) The Board is also empowered to meet the expenses in this regard and shall conduct 
proper audit of accounts in accordance with section 25 and 27 of the Act. 

19B. Establishment of training and skill development centres.- (1) The Board may take 
necessary steps to establish training and skill development Centres to the building and other 
construction workers at the taluk or district levels across Karnataka for the up-gradation of skill 
development in their respective local areas. 
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(2) The training modules shall be framed in consultation with the directorate of employment 
and training/Nirmithi Kendras/NSDC or ITI Educational Centers or any other Government approved 
agency for the purpose of skill development, up-gradation of the existing skills of the construction 
workers. 

(3) The Board is also empowered to meet the expenses in this regard and shall conduct 
proper audit of accounts in accordance with section 25 and 27 of the Act. 

19C. Establishment of transit accommodation.- (1) The Board shall make provisions for 
the establishment of transit accommodation keeping in mind the plight of both inter-state and intra¬ 
state migrant construction workers and their families who travel from their home town to the place 
of work. 

(2) The Board may provide such temporary transit accommodations to the construction 
workers of large/medium /small builders on request for accommodating their workers on payment of 
a nominal fee for the purpose of maintaining the accommodation charges viz., water, electricity, 
cleanliness and maintenance. The same may be envisaged either wholly by the board or with 
private-public-partnership principle. 

(3) The Board is also empowered to meet the expenses in this regard and shall conduct 
proper audit of accounts in accordance with section 25 and 27 of the Act. 

19D. Establishment of residential schools.- (1) The Board shall make provisions for the 
establishment of residential schools for the Children of construction workers. 

(2) The Board may take action for providing such residential schools to such children of 
construction workers on payment of a nominal fee for the purpose of maintaining the 
accommodation, food, water, electricity, cleanliness, educational curriculum and allied equipment 
reading and other material maintenance. 

(3) The training modules may be framed in consultation with educational institutions like 
Kendriya Vidhayala, Navodaya or any other government run educational centers for the purpose of 
imparting quality education to the children of building and other construction workers'. This 
activity may be envisaged either wholly by Board or with Private-Public- Partnership mode. 

(4) The Board is also empowered to meet the expenses, in this regard and shall conduct 
proper audit of accounts in accordance with section 25 and 27 of the Act. 

19E. Establishment of Karmikara Kalyana Bhavana.- (1) The Board shall make provisions 
for the establishment of Karmikara Kalyana Bhavans for the welfare of building and other 
construction workers and their families. 

(2) The Board is also empowered to meet the expenses in this regard and shall conduct 
proper audit of accounts in accordance with section 25 and 27 of the Act annually." 

3. Substitution of rule 39.- For rule 39 of the said rules, the following shall be substituted, 
namely:- 

"39- Pension scheme, eligibility, procedure and sanction of pension etc.,- (1) Every 
registered building or other construction worker beneficiary,- 

(a) who has completed sixty years of age; and 

(b) who has paid subscription fee for a continuous period of not less than five years and 

remain as such construction worker until he attains the age of sixty years; and 

(c) who has paid the subscription fees until sixty years; 

- is eligible for pension. 

(2) Every registered building or other construction worker who is eligible for pension under 
sub-rule (1) shall submit his application in Form XII to the board. 

(3) The registered building or other construction worker shall surrender his beneficiary 
Identity Card with the application. 
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(4) The board after verifying the application, shall send to the registered building or other 
construction worker, the pension sanction order along with the pension Identity card having 
electronically generated unique pension payment Order No. 

(5) If the Board after considering the application comes to the conclusion that the applicant 
is not eligible for pension, such application shall be rejected after providing an opportunity of being 
heard, to the applicant. 

(6) The legal dependents or heirs shall inform the Board about the death of the pensioner 
along with the death certificate in order to close the bank account. 

(7) The amount of pension shall not exceed a sum of Rs. 1000/- (Rupees one thousand only) 
per month. 

(8) The concerned bank manager shall ensure about the Living by obtaining a living 
Certificate in Form XII A of the Beneficiary once in a year. 

(9) The pension sanctioning authority shall maintain a register in Form XIII. 

4. Substitution of rule 40.- For rule 40 of the said rules, the following shall be substituted, 
namely: - 

"40. Disability Pension, procedure and sanction etc.,- (1) The Board or authorized officer 
may sanction an amount of Rs. 1000/- (Rupees one thousand only) per month as disability pension 
to a beneficiary, who is partially disabled due to any disease or accident at worksite and for an ex- 
gratia payment of not more than Rs. 2,00,000/- (Rupees two lakhs only) depending upon the 
percentage of disability and subject to the following conditions, namely:- 

(a) the beneficiary cannot avail this assistance in case he has availed benefit under rule-47; 

(b) the beneficiary shall obtain an identity card issued by the Department for the empowerment 

of differently abled and senior citizens; 

(c) the registered beneficiary, must have paid his subscription fee upto date. 

(2) The application for disability pension in Form XIV shall be submitted to the Board or 
authorized officer, as the case may be. 


(3) The Board or the Officer authorized after satisfying himself about the eligibility and other 
criteria shall sanction the disability pension and send to the registered beneficiary, the disability 
pension sanction order along with the disability pension Identity Card having unique {Electronically 
generated} DPPO (Disability Pension Payment Order) number. 

(4) The Board or the Officer authorized, shall decide, in case of the beneficiary, who is disabled 
due to any disease or accident at worksite, the quantum of ex-gratia based on the percentage of 
disability declared by the department for the empowerment of differently abled and senior citizens 
calculated according to the following formula;-

Percentage of disability as declared by the 
department for the empowerment of differently 
abled and senior citizens 


= Ex-gratia amount 


(5) Disability Pension shall be paid through the Bank Account of the beneficiary or any other 
mode of transfer as may be determined by the Board. 


(6) The beneficiary shall submit the ‘Living Certificate’ in Form XIV (A) to the sanctioning 
authority, for each year. 

(7) The Disability Pension granted shall be discontinued once the beneficiary attains the age 
of sixty years. 
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(8) The disability Pension sanctioning authority shall maintain a register in Form XIV (B). 

(9) If it is found that the beneficiary is not eligible for Disability Pension, the application shall 
be rejected and the applicant be informed accordingly: 

Provided that no such application shall be rejected unless the applicant has been given an 
opportunity of being heard. 

(10) In case of death of the disability pensioner, either the bank or the legal dependant shall 
inform the Board or Officer authorized, about the death of the pensioner along with the death 
certificate in order to close the bank account. 

5. Substitution of rule 45.- For rule 45 of the said rules the following shall be substituted, 
namely: - 

"45. Assistance for the education of the son or daughter of a registered construction 
worker.- (1) The Secretary or any other officer authorized in this behalf by the Board, may, on an 
application from a registered construction worker, sanction every year,- 

(a) If the son or daughter of the applicant who is studying in the 5 th Standard, a sum of Rs. 
3000/- (Rupees three thousand only). 

(b) If the son or daughter of the applicant who is studying in 6 th standard, a sum of Rs. 
3,000/- (Rupees three thousand only). 

(c) If the son or daughter of the applicant who is studying in 7 th standard a sum of Rs. 
3,000/- (Rupees three thousand only). 

(d) If the son or daughter of the applicant who is studying in 8 th standard, a sum of Rs. 
4,000/- (Rupees four thousand only). 

(e) If the son or daughter of the applicant who is studying in 9 th standard a sum of Rs. 
4,000/- (Rupees four thousand only). 

(f) If the son or daughter of the applicant, who is studying in S.S.L.C. examination or its 
equivalent, a sum of Rs. 6,000/- (Rupees six thousand only). 

(g) If the son or daughter of the applicant who has passed the 1 st year PUC examination or 
equivalent examination, a sum of Rs. 5,000/- (Rupees five thousand only). 

(h) If the son or daughter of the applicant who has passed the 2 nd year PUC examination or 
equivalent examination, a sum of Rs. 8,000/- (Rupees eight thousand only). 

(i) If the son or daughter of the applicant [who is studying in I.T.I. a sum of Rs. 5,000/- 
(Rupees five thousand only). 

(j) If the son or daughter of the applicant [who is studying in Diploma, a sum of Rs. 6,000/- 
(Rupees six thousand only). 

(k) If the son or daughter of the applicant who is studying in degree course a sum of Rs. 
5,000/- (Rupees five thousand only) while studying. 

(l) If the son or daughter of the applicant who is studying in professional course or Post 
Graduate course a sum of Rs. 20,000/- (Rupees twenty thousand only). 

(m) If the son or daughter of the applicant who is studying in Engineering /Medical course, the 
amount of term fee prescribed by the State Government for merit seat for each semester 
while studying and Rs. 2,000/- (Rupees two thousand only) per month as attendance 
allowance on the basis of attendance certificate issued by the head of the institution for 
each semester while studying till the completion of the course. However, in case if the 
student fails in a particular semester, he/she shall cease to get this attendance allowance 
from the next semester. 

(n) If the son or daughter of the applicant who is studying in Ph.d course a sum of Rs. 
20,000/- (Rupees twenty thousand only) to the applicant. 

(2) The amount under sub-rule (1), shall be sanctioned if the following conditions are fulfilled, 
namely:- 

(a) a minimum of one year be completed from the date of registration of 
the applicant to the date of his application; 

(b) only two children of a registered construction workers shall be given 
this assistance; and 
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(c) the registered construction worker shall have no dues payable to the Board. 

(3) the application for claiming the amount specified in sub-rule (1) shall be in Form XIX. 

6. Amendment of rule 47.- In rule 47 of the said rules, in the heading and in sub-rule (1), 
for the words "or permanent disablement", the words "or partial disablement" shall be substituted; 

7. Substitution of rule 47-A.- For rule 47-A of the said rules, the following shall be 
substituted, namely,- 

" 47-A Assistance to the dependents of the unregistered building worker.- In case of 
accident resulting in the death of a unregistered building worker or accident resulting in grievous 
injury, due to such accident during the course of his/her employment in any construction activity, - 

(1) the dependents are eligible for an ex-gratia amount of Rs. 50,000/- and in case of grievous 
injury caused to the building worker is eligible for an ex-gratia amount up to Rs. 20,000/-. 

(2) (a) the dependent of the deceased shall apply for the ex-gratia amount under sub-rule (1) to 
the Board, in Form XXI(A) and the form shall be accompanied by the survivorship certificate issued 
by the Tahsildar, the original or attested (by gazette officer) copies of death certificate of the 
deceased unregistered building worker, his post-mortem report and first Information Report (FIR) 
and a report in Form XXI (B) issued by the Labour Officer of the area in whose jurisdiction the 
building or other construction work is situated has collapsed and caused the death of the 
unregistered building worker. 

(b) The grievously injured unregistered building worker shall apply for the ex-gratia amount 
under sub-rule (1), to the Board in Form XXI(C) and the form shall be accompanied by the original 
or attested (by gazette officer) copies of the medical certificate in Form XXI (D) issued by the doctor 
who has treated him and a report in Form XXI (E) issued by the Labour Officer of the area in whose 
jurisdiction the building or other construction work is situated has collapsed and caused injury to 
the unregistered building worker. 

(c) As soon as the incident of collapse of a building or any other accident occurring in his 
jurisdiction, comes to his knowledge, the Labour Officer shall visit the site of the incident and 
conduct such investigation of the incident as he deems fit and submit a report in Form XXI (B) and 
Form XXI(E), as the case may be to the Board and shall issue a copy of the said report to the 
dependents of the decease unregistered building worker or to the injured unregistered building 
worker as required under clause (a) and (b) of sub-rule (1). 

(d) The Board shall examine every application for ex-gratia benefit and may accept or reject 
the claim and the same shall be communicated to the applicant. The decision of the Board shall be 
final: 


Provided that, before rejecting a claim for ex-gratia benefit the Board shall give the applicant 
a reasonable opportunity of being hard to make a representation. 

(3) The Board shall grant an amount of Rs. 50,000/-(Rupees fifty thousand only) to the 
dependents of the deceased unregistered building worker and an amount of Rs. 10,000/- (Rupees 
ten thousand only) to the grievously injured unregistered building worker: if the application is 
complete in all respects and the required documents are enclosed. This does not bar the dependents 
of the deceased unregistered building worker or the grievously injured unregistered building worker 
from claiming compensation under any other law for the time being in force. 

Explanation.- For the purpose of this rule unregistered building worker means a building 
worker who is not registered under clause (d) of sub-section (1) of Section 2 of the Building and 
Other Construction Workers (Regulation of Employment and Conditions of Service) Act, 1996."

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 69 of the Bangalore Development Authority 
Act 1976 (Karnataka Act 12 of 1976), the Government of Karnataka is hereby makes the following 
rules further to amend the Bangalore Development Authority (Allotment of Sites) Rules, 1984, 
namely: - 

RULES 

1. Title and Commencement- (1) These rules may be called the Bangalore Development Authority 
(Allotment of Sites) (Amendment) rules, 2015. 

(2) They shall come into force from the date of their publication in the official Gazette. 

2. Substitution of rule 5:- In the Bangalore Development Authority (Allotment of sites) Rules, 
1984, for rule 5, the following shall be substituted namely:- 

“ 5 Allotment of stray sites :- (1) Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, allotment 
of stray sites shall be in accordance with the provisions hereinafter provided. 

(2) The Authority shall atleast once in a year cause to be prepared a list of stray sites, giving 
details of layouts and dimension of sites and offer any or all the sites for allotment under this 
rule to persons eligible for allotment. 

(3) Due publicity shall be given in respect of sites offered for allotment specifying their location, 
number, last date for submission of application and such other particulars as the 
Commissioner may consider necessary, by affixing a notice on the notice board of the office 
and web-site of the Authority and any other office as the Commissioner may decide and by 
publication in not less than two daily news papers published in city of Bangalore in English 
and Kannada, having wide circulation in the city. 

(4) Sites shall be allotted among different categories as follows:

Explanation:- For the purpose of category “G”, “ Persons in public life” means persons who are 

serving the public or available to the people for service as a whole and involved in the affairs of the 

Community in different capacities and includes persons who are or were elected or nominated to 

the Parliament or the State Legislature. 

(5) Allotment through auction under category A’ shall be made only to a person if,- 

(i) he is not a minor; and 

(ii) he is a citizen of India. 

(6) Allotment to any person falling under categories “B’ to ‘G’ shall be made only if,- 

(i) he is not a minor, 

(ii) he is a domicile of Karnataka for not less than fifteen years, 

(iii) he or any member of his family does not own a site or a house in the Bangalore 
metropolitan area and has not been allotted a site or house by the Bangalore 
Development Authority or any other Authority within the Bangalore Development 
Authority or any other Authority within the Bangalore Metropolitan area; and 

(iv) he satisfies the Authority that he is in a reasonable position to put up a building on the 
site allotted, within a period of three years from the date of handing over possession of 
the site : 

Provided that requirement of fifteen years domicile may be relaxed by the Authority. - 

(i) in case of persons who are domiciled in the state of Karnataka but are in the Armed 
forces of the Union and serving outside the state of Karnataka; 

(ii) in the case of persons who are domiciled in the state of Karnataka but have gone 
outside the state for employment, business, studies or training and who bonafide intend 
to reside in the Bangalore Metropolitan area; and 

(iii) in the case of persons belonging to category ‘B’ and ‘ C’ with the prior permission of the 
Government. 

(7) Sites earmarked for disposal under category ‘A’ shall be allotted by the Authority based on 
the result of auction. 

(8) Sites to persons falling under categories ‘B’ to ‘F’ (both inclusive) shall be allotted by the 
Authority on the recommendation of a committee constituted by it. 

(9) In the case of persons falling under category ‘G’, the Authority shall scrutinize all 
applications received and submit them to the Government for approval and after getting the 
approval allot the sites to such persons. 

(10) Value of sites to be allotted to persons falling under categories ‘B’ to ‘G’ shall be fixed at ten 
percent above the current value of sites which are allotted under rule 11. 

(11) The provisions of rules 7, 8, 9, 13, 14 and 15 shall apply for allotment made under this rule 
in respect of categories ‘B’ to ‘G’.
